The opening
price, 10GH, was the samo na the closing
price of yesterday, July and December
corn sold a trifle off when compared
with the closing bids of yesterday, but
September registered n slight gain.

Further gains woro recorded In tho aft-
ernoon session, July closing at ll.llli,
September at 91.04 nnd December at
J1.07.

July and September oats rose over
yesterday's closing, with December sell-
ing off for U. Advances were made In
the early hours of trading.
